WUli»inw»s » depositor worth having, »»toit 
hii riches had not come to him, or rather to 
hU father, in the most honorable w»y. It 
WM his father, the Ltmdgreve Frederic II., 
who furnished George III. with seventeen 
thousand Hessians to 
light against our 


colonial ancestors in consideration of $20,- 
1)00,000. This vast sum, backed by as »uch 
more, Frederic left to his successor, who 
put it nil into the hands of the cunning 
Knight of the Had Shield. 
Frankfort was 


amazed at this step. The famous bankers 
cDuld not understand why William should 
pass them by, and repose his entire trust in 
a banker comparatively unknown. 


Tho cause was this. 
Baron 
Eslorff, 


while adjutant-goueral 80 Duke Ferdinand 
in the Seven Years' War, became very inti- 
mate with Frederic nnd William. 
Ho also 


learned ranch of the shrewdness, sagacity, 
and trustworthiness of Itothschild when the 
latter was in the employ of Opponheim, the 
baron's banker, and strongly recommended 
Mayer to the landgrave as nn eminently 
proper person to leave money with. In con- 
sequence of such recommendation Slayer 
visited the palace of the prince iu Cassel, 
and found him playing chess with the bnron. 
Too tactful to interrupt the game, h« stood 
behind the landgrave's chair, and held his 
peace, a mark of sense aud sympathy which 
uo sincere chess-player could fail to appre- 
ciate. 
. 
Tho game was going agninat William, who 


foil a deeper interest in it oil that account. 
After a long pause, uncertain what move to 
make ueil, he suddenly turned to the banker 
with the question, 


"Do you understand chess?" 
Rothschild, who had been closely watch- 


ing the board from his entrance, returned 
this diplomatic reply: 


"Sufficiently well, your serene highness, 


lo induce me, were the game mine, to castle 
on the king's sids." 
. . 


That was a master stroke ; it turned tic- 


feat to victory, and so delighted the prince 
that he put his hand on his adviser'sshoulder, 
saying: 
"You arc a wise man. 
He who 


can extricate a chess player from such s. dif- 
ficulty as I was in must have a very clear 
head for business." He then talked for some 
time with his visitor, and appointed another 
interview for tho nest day. 


After the banker had gone he told the 


baron that Itothschild understood chess like 
Frederic the Great, and that a man with 
such a brain must be capable of taking care 
of othar persons' monej'. 


Knowledge of the game which had so 


charmed Haroun-al-Easchid, Tamerlane, and 
Charlemngue was never turned to more lu- 
crative advantage. The counsel to cnstle se- 
cured to the banker the use of $40,000,000 
aud generations of financial glory.- [Juntos 
Henri Browne, in Harper's Magazine for 
January. 


JOHN WESLEY. 


ilacaulay sneers at historians who have 


undertaken to give nn account of tho reign 
of George II. without mentioning the preach- 
ing of WuiteBeld. If instead of Whitefield 
be had written Wesley,tU9 sneer would have 
b«en more just: for, after the establishment 
of the American republic, the institution, of 
Methodism is the greatest event of the eight- 
eenth century, and of all of the men who lived 
in that century there is no one whose influ- 
ence upon after ages equals that of John 
Wesely. 
Of the seventy-five millions who 


speak the English tongue, nbout three and a

The established churches of England and 
Germany indeed nominally include more; 
but in counting their numbers all who do 
not formally belong to other 
communions 


are put down ns Episcopalians or Lutherans. 
Fully two thirds o£ the Methodists are in the 
Vnited States. To Methodism more than to 
any other one thing it is owing that our 
Western States grew up into civilization 
without passing through a period of semi- 
barbarism. 
Houthey expressed uo more 


than the bare truth when he Raid, "I con- 
sider Wesley as tho most influential mind 
of the last century—the man who will have 
produced the greatest effects centuries or 
perhaps millenniums hence, if the ^present 
race of men shall continue so long." This 
judgment is coming lo be acknowledged. 
Within a few months pnst n site has been 
appropriated in Westminster Abbey for a 
monument to John Wesley. 
Of all the 


great 
Englishmen 
thoro commemorated 


there is no one more worthy of a place. The 
world does move after ail; aud who shall say 
that among the portraits of British sover- 
eigns in the Houses of Parliament, that of 
Oliver the groat Lord Protector, will not yel 
find phce?—[Dr. A. H. Ouernssy, in Gnlaiy 
fo.v February.
